pliers or splinter forceps: Place 
the beaks of the pliers well down 
into the bead sterilizer so that 
the shank also is sterilized. 

(3) Unsterile surface or mar- 
gins of the cavity preparation: 
Always wipe the surface of the 
tooth and the pulp chamber with 
alcohol or colorless metaphen 
before taking a culture. Allow 
the solution to dry before insert- 
ing the absorbent point. 

(4) Unsterile lip of test tube. 

(5) Transfer of point to tube: 
This should be done as quickly 
as possible to prevent air con- 
tamination.® 


Reasons for Positive Culture 


There are only three main rea- 
sons for a positive culture: 

1. The canal is infected. 

2. Poor endodontic technique. 

3. Leakage of the oral fluid 
into the canal. 


Summary 


One out of every four cultures 
of root canals taken are positive. 
When dentists used the sense of 
sight and smell only, they were 
able to guess the bacteriologic 
status of the root canal with only 
58 per cent accuracy. 

From various studies it was 
found that only 40 per cent of all 
cases are “sterile” before treat- 
ment begins, regardless of their 
clinical or radiographic appear- 
ance. Other investigators have 
found that there could be a 3 
to 10 per cent increase in suc- 
cess of root canal therapy if cul- 
tures were used.
